visions hereof. 


2. Every person, firm, partner- 
ship, or corporation, operating or 
conducting any laündry, launder- 
ette, cleaning or dyeing establish- 
ment or installation, where articles 
are processed, in or on any prem- 
ises in the City of Newark, except 
installations in buildings erected 
solely and exclusively for residen- 
tial purposes, for the sole use of 
tenants thereof, shàll procure a 
license therefor from the License 
Division of the City of Newark, and 
pay an annual license fee of Twen- 
ty-five Dollars ($25.00). Al licenses 
or renewals shall expire on Decem- 
ber 31st of each year. Upon the 
issuance of an initial license, after 
commencement of the license year, 
a pro rata part of the annual license 
fee shall be paid for each month or 
part of a month for which such in- 
itial license is issued for such year. 


3. Applications for such licenses, 
and annual renewals thereof, shall 
be made on forms to be provided by 
the City, and filed by the applicant 
in the said License Division. The 
license fee shall accompany each 
application for license or renewal 
thereof. The approval of the Health 
Department, Fire Department, and 
Building Department, in accordance 
with ordinances and regulations 
governing the same, shall be a 
condition precedent to the issuance 
of each license, and each annual 
renewal. 


4. All places and spaces used 
for laundries, launderettes, clean- 
ing or dyeing establishments, or in- 
stallations shall be sufficiently and 
properly covered with non-absorb- 
ent paint or cement or other im- 
pervious material. There shall be 
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an adequate supply of water for 
flushing and  ceaning purposes 
available, and such flooring shall be 
properly graded to a trapped inlet 
having direct connection with the 
house drain. Any room, building, 
or washing or laundering facility 
used in the operatior of laundries, 
launderettes, cleaning or dyeing 
establishments, shell be equipped, 
installed, and nfain:ained in accord- 
ance with the Plumbing Code of 
the City of Newark.  Sufficient 
toilet facilities for raale and female 
employees of such establishments 
Shall be provided. 


5. No household washing, gar- 
ments, bed clothes, or other article 
received for washing, laundering, 
cleaning or dyeing, shall be accept- 
ed by or in any laundry, launder- 
ette, cleaning or dyeing establish- 
ment, or installation, from persons 
or occupants of any house under 
quarantine for communicable dis- 
ease; and where the articles to be 
processed are delivered directly to 
the licensed estabiishment or in- 
stallation, inquiry shall be made by 
the licensee, his agent or employee, 
of the person or persons making 
delivery thereto, or using the facil- 
ities thereof, whether or nct the 
articles to be processed have come 
from a person or premises under 
quarantine for a communicable dis- 
ease, and to refuse processing if 
they do so originate; provided, how- 
ever, laundry from premises where 
contagious diseases exists, may be 
handled in a public laundry or 
launderette if the householder pre- 
sents, with the laundry, a certificate 
of approval issued for that particu- 
lar household, by the Department 
of Health. i 


6. Machines used for washing, 
laundering, cleaning or dyeing, shall 
be thoroughly washed and cleaned, 
and shall be kept clean at all times. 


7. "The water used shall be heat- 
ed to a temperature of not less than 


180? Fahrenheit and shall be main- 
tained to that temperature during 
the cleansing process. 


8. No machinery used in any 
laundry, launderette, cleaning or 
dyeing establishment, shall oe op- 
erated in such a manner so as to 
create any noises or vibrations to 
the detriment of the families of 
premises in the surrounding neigh- 
borhood. 

r 

9. The operation of any laundry, 
launderette, cleaning or dyeing 
establishment, shall commen:e not 
earlier than eight A. M., and shall 
not continue after ten P. M. 


10. The room or rooms in which 
any washing or laundering facil- 
ities are located shall be adecuately 
ventilated and shall have a suffici- 
ent amount of natural and artificial 
light, as shall be required by the 
Health Officer of the City of New- 
ark. 


il. No laundry, launderette, 
cleaning or dyeing establishment, 
shall be conducted in any building 
devoted exclusively to residential 
occupation or in any residential por- 
tion of a building, except, there may 
be established in any such build- 
ing, one or more washing or laun- 
dry facilities which shall be used 
solely by and for the convenience 
and service of the residents of said 
residential building; and said wash- 
ing and laundering facilities shall 
be constructed and operated in ac- 
cordance with the regulatiors and 
conditions set forth in’ and under 
the provisions of this ordinance. No 
license shall be required for the 
operation of the washing and laun- 
dering facilities in any suck. resi- 
dential building, or portion thereof, 
as aforesaid. This limitation does 
not apply to store units in build- 
ings occupied in part for residential 
purposes. 


12. All persons, firms, partner- 
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ships and corporations, and al col- 


lectors, route men, employees, 
agents, and agencies of processors, 
receivers of articles to be processed, 
shall comply with the requirements 
of paragraph 5 of this ordinance, 
and, failing therein, shall be guilty 
of a violation thereof and be sub- 


_ject to the penalty and penalties 


provided for herein. 


13. All premises used as herein 
provided for shall be maintained in 
conformity with all laws of the 
state and ordinances of the City 
regulatory thereof. 


14. The Health Officer of 
the City of Newark shall be respon- 
sible for the enforcement of the 
Sanitary, Health and Plumbing pro- 
visions of this ordinance, and shall 
have the power to promulgate such 
rules and regulations as may be 
necessary to effectuate the same. 


15. The Director of the Depart- 
ment of Public Affairs of the City 
may suspend or revoke any license 
issued hereunder for a violation of 
any of the provisions hereof, or of 
any regulation or order of the 
Health Officer made in accordance 
and to carry out the provisions of 
this ordinance, after the licensee 
shall have been given notice of the 
violation and an opportunity to 
show cause before the Health Offi- 
cer why the license should not be 
suspended or revoked. 


16. Any person, firm or corpor- 


ation, violating any of the provis-' 


ions of this ordinance, or failing to 
comply with any regulation or order 
of the Health Officer of the City 
of Newark, shall upon conviction 
thereof be. punished by a fine of 
not more than One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) for the first violation, or 
not more than Two Hundred Dol- 
lars ($200.00) for each subsequent 
violation, or be imprisoned in the 
County Jail for a period not exceed- 
ing thirty (30) days for either a first 


violation or for each subsequent 
violation.

of Newark, and providing methods 
of regulation thereof and prescrib- 
ing penalties for any violation there- 
of,’ adopted June 6, 1934, as am- 
ended), are maintained for use and 
operation of the public. 


“PERSON,” unless otherwise 
herein indicated, shall mean any 
individual, firm, member of firm, 
partnership, member of partnership, 
corporation or any officer, director 
or stockholder of said corporation; 
any agent, servant, of any such 
firm, partnership or corporation. 


Section 2, No amusement parlor 
shall be operated or maintained by 
any person until a license has been 
obtained from the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety. 


Section 3. The fee to be paid for 
said license shall be Three Hun- 
dred Dollars ($300.00) per annum, 
and shall be valid for the period of 
one year from the date of issuance, 
unless sooner revoked. 


Section 4. The application for 
such license shall be made on a form 
furnished by the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, and 
shall show the names and address 
of the applicant, location of the 


premises to be licensed; and in the 
ease of partnerships, the names and 
addresses of all partners; and in the 
case of a corporation, the names and 
addresses of the officers and stock- 
holders for a period of six months 
prior to the date of the application. 
All applications shall show whether 
or not any of the persons, partners, 
officers or stockholders, as the case 
may be, have ever been convicted 
of a crime or a violation of the City 
ordinance involving gambling. 


Section 5. All licenses issued 
hereunder shall be signed by the 
Director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, and the City Clerk of the 
City of Newark; and shall bear the 
date, and show the name of the 
person to whom issued, the location 
of the room or building wherein the 
said licensee is authorized to carry 
on or conduct the amusement parlor. 
The said license shall not be trans- 
ferable to any other place or person, 
without the written consent of the 
Director of the Department of Pub- 
lie Safety; said license when granted 
shall be posted and conspicuously 
displayed in the place of business of 
the said licensee, 


Section 6: Machines used and op- 
erated in the licensed premises shall 
not provide for any free play, prizes, 
or return of money. 


Section 7: No license shall be 
issued for any premises which do 
not comply with all the Federal and 
State Laws, and the ordinance of 


. the City of Newark. 


Section 8. The licensee shall not 
knowingly permit a minor under 


` sixteen years of age to play or op- 


erate any of the machines or de- 
vices in the premises. 


Section 9. No licensee shall use 
or permit to be used on the licensed 
premises, any machine therein for 
the purpose of gambling. 
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Section 10. Every Amusement 
Parlor, licensed under this ordin- 
ance, shall be closed at Midnight 
every day. 


Section ll. in addition to the 
penalties provided for the violation 
of this ordinance, the Direc:or of 
the Department o: Public Safety 
may, after a hearing and for just 
cause, revoke any license issued 
hereunder: (2) for a violation of

Study of proposed sale of city- 
owned property at 261-265 Plane 
Street. 


Our Report recommended that 
the City retain ownership but offer 
the property for a 10-year lease 
with the condition that the success- 
ful bidder use the property for auto- 
mobile parking purposes, and con- 
form to certain improvements de- 
termined by the City Commission, 
on recommendation of the Planning 
Board. 


Study of proposed sale of city- 
owned property known as the “Old 
Union Brewery," located at Spring- 
field Avenue, Morris Avenue and 
Hunterdon Street. 
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Our Report recommended that the 
City sell this property, except for 


the small portion needed to extend, 


West Kinney Street to form a di- 
rect connection to Springfield Ave- 
nue.

Our Report recommended the al-

(© The elimination from the

Our Report advised against the 
proposed sale, and later specific 
recommendations for the use of this 
property were detailed in our re- 
port on “Public Buildings and the 
City’s Appearance.”

Study on the question of the 
advisability of abandoning the 
Bridge Street Bridge. 


Our Report recommended that 
the necessary repairs to the Bridge 
Street Bridge be made immediately 
to relieve the current traffic prob- 
lem, and that negotiations be under- 
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taken for an extension of the permit 
for Bridge Street Bridge, on a tem- 
porary basis, until such time as it 
has been determined that the new 
Stickel Bridge can adequately; han- 
dle inter-city traffic. 


July 1946: 


Study of the proposal to create a 
Division of Recreation in the De- 
partment of Public Affairs. 


Our Report recommended that the 
Recreation Department remain un- 
der the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Education. 


November 1946: 


Study of site locations for the 
proposed Garbage Incinerator. 


Our Report recommended that the 
best sites fcr the erection of the 
proposed incinerator was che un- 
filled meadow lands, located west of 
Doremus Avenue and South of the 
Passaic Valley Sewage Disposal 
Plant. 


The Central Planning. Board is 
pleased to report that the co-opera- 
tion it has received in the above 
mentioned studies, from all City De- 
partments, has been most gratify- 
ing. 


Besides the regular reports and 
special studies previously enumer- 
ated, the Planning Board has also 
worked in close cooperation with 
the Engineering Department of the 
County of Essex, in preparing street 
and highway plans for the City of 
Newark; the Newark Housing Au- 
thority, on low rent housing and 
slum clearance; the Joint Council 
of Planning Boards of Essex Coun- 
ty, in preparing plans and legisla- 
tion necessary for the construction 
of the proposed Route 25-A Free- 
way; the Port of New York Auth- 
ority, on general transportation 


plans for the Newark metropolitan 
area; and the State Highway De- 
partment on plans for the construc- 
tion of the new Stickel Bridge and 
the approaches thereto. 


We have also been in direct con- 
tact with many private corporations 
to interest them in the plans for the 
construction of the Proposed Mili- 
tary Park Underground Parking 
Garage; the rehabilitation of our 
blighted districts and slum areas; 
and the construction of certain pub- 
lic auditoriums so necessary to the 
future of the City. 


We are at present preparing a re- 
port on the Comprehensive Master 
Plan for the City of Newark for 
printing, and are also preparing a 
supplementary Map showing all of 
the physical improvements sug- 
gested therein, for presentation to 
your Body. . 


During the coming year, we in- 
tend to continue our studies on 
Streets and Traffic; Housing; 
Schools and Recreation; and Zon- 
ing. 


In connection with our studies on 
Zoning, we are in the process of 
completing a proposed revised Zon- 
ing Ordinance for the City of New- 
ark. Before this Zoning Ordinance 
can be submitted to your Board for 
deliberation, it will be necessary, 
under the State Law, to hold pub- 
lic hearings on the proposed changes 
and additions. We find that there 
is, at present, no division of the City 
Government empowered to act as a 
Zoning Board with power to hold 
such public hearings and make 
recommendations to your Body. The 
State Law permits the naming of 
the Central Planning Board as the 
Zoning Board for the City of New- 
ark, and we strongly recommend 
and urge that this additional power 
be granted to the Central Planning 
Board in order to expedite the in- 
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troduction and passage of a new 
Zoning Ordinance. 


We hold firmly to the blief that 
the Comprehensive Master Plan for 
the City of Newark, as prepared by 
our expert advisers, Harland Barth- 
olomew and Associates; revised and 
recommended by the various sub- 
committees on the Citizens’ Advis- 
ory Committee; and transmitted to 
your Board by us after proper de- 
liberation; is a blueprint which, if 
followed, will elevate the City of 
Newark to a position in the social 
and economic affairs of this country, 
never before attained. 


We further believe that the 
planned rehabilitation, re-construc- 
tion and improvements are economi- 
cally feasible if undertaken as out- 
lined in our report on “Capital Ex- 
penditures and Policy of the City." 


Finally, we believe that our stud- 
ies of the past have proved that 
while rehabilitation and re-construc- 
tion are necessary in Newark at the 
present time, it is equally import- 
ant that a progressive outlook he 
maintained in order to bring about 
a greater Newark in the not too 
distant future. 


The Central Planning Board 
gratefully acknowledges the advice 
and counsel of the Citizens’ Advis- 
ory Committee in the preparation 
of all the Reports comprising the 
Comprehensive Master Plan for the 
City of Newark, and further wishes 
to compliment the members of the 
various Sub-Committees for their 
exacting studies and intelligent 


recommendations on all phases of 
the Master Plan. Their untiring ef- 
forts and splendid achievements are 
truly praiseworthy, and the civic- 
minded spirit in which they under- 
took the studies of the various pro- 
posals for the improvement of our 
City augurs well for the future of 
Newark. 


We further wish to thank the 
members of the Newark City Com- 
mission for the complete coopera- 
tion we have enjoyed at all times 
in our preparation of the Master 
Plan; and the employees and offi- 
cials of the municipal Government 
for the aid and assistance they have 
so wilingly given to us.in our stud- 
ies.

these appropriations. For that rea- 
son we recommend this resolution, 
which reads as follows:

. Mayor Murphy: This resolution is 
part of the rninutes, and this meet- 
ing is part of the meeting of Febru- 
ary 10th, the adjourned meeting of 
February 10th. 


` Mr. Parsonnet: The resolutions 
that you have just signed as mem- 
bers of the Board of School Esti- 
mate, are being attached to and 


made part of this resolution. 


Commissioner Keenan: Couldn't 
we identify the resolutions in some 
way so that we know what resolu- 
tions they are? 


Mr. Parsonnet: They are being 
stamped to the original resolution. 
That is very often done, as you re- 
call, in approving contracts. 


Mayor Murphy: The Clerk will 
call the roll: 


Yeas: Commissioners Brady, 
Ellenstein, Keenan, Villani, Mayor

Mayor Murphy: Is there any fur- 
ther business before the commis- 
sion? 


Commissioner Keenan: Mr. Mayor 
and members of the Commission, 
there was an important discussion 
with regard to pensions in connec- 
tion with library employees, refer- 
endum, one thing or another. We 
were led to believe in the then ex- 
planation of the Corporation Coun- 
sel that we were taking what looked 
like the right step insofar as our 
membership on the City Commis- 
sion was concerned. It has later 
been explained to me that that step 
would be to our disadvantage fin- 
ancially. 


Mr. Parsonnet: May I say very 
frankly that I had the feeling that 
perhaps my explanation was not 
fully understood. I don't think that 
Iled you to believe that it was to the 
detriment or to the disadvantage of 
the City. I merely explained the pur- 
pose of the bill that was under con- 
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sideration. 


I explained very simply that un- 
der the present law-—recently am- 
ended a couple of years ago—em- 
ployees of a city government could, 
upon a petition signed by 500 
persons, secure a referendum on the 
ballot of the general election per- 
mitting them to go into the state 
retirement system, of the city's pen- 
sion system. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: If suc- 
cessful the City would have to make 
up to the state the amount of money 
that is due an individual? 


Mr. Parsonnet: That's right. That 
was explained 1 think very care- 
fully. I don't know if you under- 
stood me or not. 


Commissioner Keenàn: That in 
time will cost us a huge sum of two 
million or three million dollars to 
pay to the state. 


Mr. Parsonnet: The present bill 
wil amend the law to say, in cities 
of the first class, the provision for 
the 500 signatures will not apply, 
and the only way the referendum 
can get on the ballot will be by à 
vote, through resolution form, of 
the City Commission. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: And the 
implication will be in a situation 
like that that the city is for it, 
whereas it is not difficult for them 
to get 500 signatures on a petition. 


Commissioner Keenan: Now, let 
us take the position of one or more 
municipal employees who, down 
through the years, had an opportun- 
ity to be members of some pension 
fund. They, for financial reasons 
and none other, never joined a pen- 
sion fund into which they would 
have to annually pay some sum of 
money. They were eligible down 
through those years and joined no 
fund and paid no sums. Must the 


city then pay those moneys due 
some 20 or 15 or 10 years back? 
I say to those employees, "Why 
should we assume that responsibil- 
ity of paying into a fund and give 
you protection now, when you were 
not man enough to avail yourself of 
those privileges when the opportun- 
ity presented itself to you?" 


I cannot see ourselves proposing a 
bill or favoring a bill that would 
saddle upo nthe taxpayers this bur- 
den of a pension fund while these 
people got away with it all of these 
years, and now they are sneaking 
in. That is not right. 


Commissioner Brady: I am abso- 
lutely opposed to it. 


Mr. Parsonnet: Under the present 
law it is either by the 500 signatures 
or by the City Commission action. 
Now, the bill that Mr. Goff suggests 
would eliminate the 500 petition 
and leave it solely to the City 
Commission action. 


Mr. John Goff: Mr. Mayor, the 
law prior to the 1946 Revised Stat- 
utes 43:14-1 provided before the 
question could go on the ballot to 
ascertain whether the employees 
can be covered by the state annuity 

. fund, a resolution by the governing 
body liad to be passed. Last year 
the law was amended by the “joker” 
which said — by the method pre- 
Scribed in Revised Statute 11:21 to 
11:28, and when you look at the 
Revised Statute you will find that 
11:22-1 to 11:22-8 is the Civil Service 
Act which only requires the mere 
securing of 500 signatures, and 
could by-pass a law of long-standing 
that the City would have to decide 
by resolution whether the question 
should be put on the referendum. 
This bill would just revert the law 
back to where it was. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: That is 


in effect what Mr. Parsonnet said. 
However, that really would put the 
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Commission “on the spot," because 
it would have to originate by reso- 
lution before the Cit; Commission. 


Mr. Goff: And you would. decide, 
Mr. Commissioner, whether you 
wanted it to go on the ballot. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Tae re- 
cent law gives those who wou.d like 
to join the state anruity und an 
opportunity of getting 50C signa- 
tures without coming before the 
City Commission. 


Commissioner Villani: We would 
defeat such' a resolution. 


Commissioner Keenan: We would 
defeat it, and I would not hesitate to 
tell any group, “You had a chance 
for 15 years to get into the pension 
fund. Why didn’t you avail your- 
self of the privilege?" It isn't fair 
to the taxpayers whom we repre- 
sent. I won't hesitate to tell a 
group that. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Are you 
interested in the bill? 


Mr. Goff: We are interested in the 
bill because the City of Newark had 
a pension fund established by leg- 
islation whereby these empioyees 
have been eligible and stil are eli- 


gible to affiliate with the pension 
fund provided they would pay back 
their just and reasonable assess- 
ments. 


And we ask, Mr. Mayor, if you 
disapproved of this bill, that you 
rescind your action and approve it. 


Mayor Murphy: We did not take 
any official action.

“Reduction of my ‘sudget by 
$387,703.00 contributes substantielly 
towards a reduced tax rate for 1647. 


“The reduction is predicated upon 
the realization of a Capital Im- 
provement prograrr. to be paid bv a 
bond issue otherwise the slash.ng 
of this sum from my budget will 
prevent the rendering cf essential 


public services for garbage and. 


snow removal and street cleaning 
in the Bureau of Sanitation and 
vital services in the Shade Tree 
Bureau, as well as urgently needed 
major repairs in practically all of 
our public buildings. 


"The deplorable condition of our 
buildings and other public property 
which presents many dangerous 
health and fire hazards and has 
been the subject of repeated ap- 
peals for correction by Dr. Snavely 
of the City Hospital, Dr. Craster of 
the Health Department, and my fel- 
low Commissioners with regard to 
the buildings occupied by their re- 
spective agencies. 


"Due to the war emergency and 
because of lack of finances, dating 
back to the depression, our public 
buildings in many instances have 
been permitted to deteriorate to the 
point where further neglect will 
make the cost of their future pres- 
ervation for publie use almost pro- 
hibitive. 


“The same general conditions ap- 
ply to city equipment much of 


which has long since become obso- . 


lete and is now being used because 
of dire circumstances—but only at 
abnormally high cost of mainten- 
ance and repairs. 


“The need for modern equipment 
was only too vividly impressed upon 
us during and since the recent snow 
storm. Because of lack of sufficient 
and adequate equipment, it has been 
necessary to "use 28 horse-drawn 
vehicles and to engage 45 outside 
trucks, in addition to the City’s de- 
ficient motor vehicles, to try to 
meet the conditions. 


“Adequate motorized equipment, 
designed to meet the refuse removal 
and emergency snow removal re- 
quirements of our city calls for the 
expenditure of approximately $1,- 
000,000. Lower Manhattan has the 
benefit of this type of equipment. 
In addition to the equipment, 
lower Manhattan has a sewerage 
System with the capacity to receive 
the snow, and sewerage flow of 
such volume as to remove it. New- 
ark not only suffers from a lack of 
such sewerage facilities, but sorely 
needs modern motorized equipment. 


“To properly and economically 
make the structural and other 
necessary repairs to our public 
buildings will require $1,312,740. It 
is to meet these two essential fin- 
ancial requirements, that is: the 
cost of motorized equipment and the 
cost of repairing publie buildings, 
that I have asked for a bond issue 
eovering these amounts; bearing in 
mind that the savings, over the 
years, consequential to new equip- 
ment and major repairs and capital 
improvements, .would be more than 
sufficient to meet the cost and ulti- 
mate retirement of these bonds. As 
a result of this, the city tax rate will 
not only reflect the reduction I 
have brought about this year but 
wil be reflected in the coming 
years. 


"I am happy that my fellow Com- 
missioners appreciate not only the 
necessity for the bond issue but 
agree that its issuance will afford 
great relief to the taxpayers of our 
City."

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE

work” and “Electrical work” when 
used in this crdinance shall be con- 
strued to mean anything having to 
do with the electrical wiring, appli- 
ances, fixtures, motors, electrical 
appurtenances and currents for the 
furnishing of light, heat or power, 


Section 2. (a) Every person, 
either as owner or employee, except 
a helper, engaging in or who shall 
hereafter engage in the business of 
doing electrical work for hire in the 
City of Newark, shali apply for a 
written examination at the office of 
the Chief Electrical Inspector and, 
after satisfying the Board of Elec- 
trical Examiners as hereinafter pro- 
vided, as to the applicant’s qualifi- 
cations, the epplicant shall be reg- 
istered. by the said Board and re- 
ceive from it a registration certifi- 
cate valid for one year, signed by 
the Chairman and attested by the 
Secretary of the-Board of Electrical 
Examiners. No person shall be eli- 
gible for examination unless he is 
a citizen of the United States of 
America, ۰ 


(b) There shall be an examination 
fee of Five ($5.00) Dollars payable 
in advance. ` 


(c) The initial registration fee 
for doing all types of electrical work 
shall be sixty ($60.00) Dollars and 
each renewal thereof shall be Ten 
($10.00) Dollars. The initial regis- 
tration fee for doing residential, 
commercial or industrial electrical 
work up to 150 horsepower shall be 
Forty ($40.00) Dollars and each re- 
newal thereof shall be Six ($6.00) 
Dollars The initial registration fee 
for doing only residential electrical 


work shall be Twenty ($20.00) Dol- 
lars and each renewal thereof shall 
be Two Dollars and Fifty Cents 
($2.50). 


(d) A Journeyman Electrician 
shell pay One ($1.00) Dollar for a 
certificate evidencing his having 
qualified by examination and shall 
thereafter pay One ($1.00) Dollar for 
each renewal thereof. 


(e) A helper employed by a reg- 
istered electrician shall not be re- 
quired to submit to an examination 
but shall be required to register his 
name and address with the Chief 
Electrical Inspector, such registra- 
tion to be evidenced by a certificate 
to be issued by the Chief Electrical 
Inspector, for which a fee of One 
($1.00) Dollar per annum shall be 
paid. It is further provided that 
such a helper shall work only under 
the supervision of a registered elec- 
trician. 


(f) Persons to whom registration 
certificates have been issued shall 
be recorded by the Secretary of the 
Board, showing their names with 
addresses of business and residence, 
in manner suitable for the purpose. 


(g) A registration certificate 
shall not be assignable or transfer- 
able. 


(h) Fees for examinations and 
registration certificates shall be paid 
` to the Electrical Bureau, Depart- 
ment of Public Safety and thence 
deposited by the City Treasurer to 
the account of Miscellaneous Rev- 
enue. 


(i) It shall be a primary require- 
ment that any applicant for exam- 
ination shall have had a minimum 
of five (5) years experience in elec- 
trical wiring installations. 


Section 3. An applicant who 


shall fail in his first examination 
shall not be eligible for another ex- 
amination fer three (3) months and 
a period of six (6) months and 
elapse after each subsequent exam- 
ination. Applications must be made 
on forms provided for that purpose 
by the Chief Electrical Inspector and 
must be filed at least two (2) weeks 
prior to the meeting of th Board of 
Electrical Examiners and must be 
accompanied by the examination 
fee. Examinations shall be in writ- 
ing and shall relate to the National 
Electrical Code, the rules and reg- 
ulations pertaining to electrical in- 
stallations in the City’ of Newark, 
and rules of the utility supplying 
electrical current in the City of 
Newark. 


Section 4. The Board of Electri- 
cal Examiners shall be composed of 
five (5) persons, two (2) of whom 
shall have been experienced electri- 
cians for a period of not less than 
fifteen (15) years and shall actually 
be engaged in the business of elec- 
tric or electrical work and who are 
generally regarded as being Master 
Electricians; two (2) of whom shall 
be Journeyman Electricians with 
not less than fifteen (15) years ex- 
perience; and the Chief Electrical 
Inspector. Members of the Board 
shall be residents or taxpayers of 


. the City of Newark and of the four 


members first mentioned above, not 
more than two (2) shall be members 
of the same political party. 


Appointments. to the Board shall 
be made by the Director of the De- 
partment of Public Safety for terms 
as follows: One (1) Master Electri- 
cian and one (1) Journeyman Elec- 
trician shall be appointed to serve 
one year; one (1) Master Electrician 
and one (1) Journeyman Electrician 
shall be appointed to serve two (2) 
years. Thereafter, as terms expire, 
appointments shall be for two (2) 
years. The Chief Electrical Inspec- 
tor’s term as a member of the Board 
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shall be continuovs, so long as he 
holds the office. Three (3) ram- 
bers of the Boari shall constitute a 
quorum. 


The Director o: the Departmen: of 
Public Safety shal. fix the compen- 
sation of the meml:ers of the Board. 


Section 5. Ary Master Electri- 
cian registered urcler the provisions 
of this ordinance shall not under- 
take to do any electrical work in the 
City of Newark unless and until he 
shall have entered into bond in 
favor of the City f Newark in the 
sum of One Theusand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars, executed by a surety com- 
pany authorized to transact business 
in the State of New Jersey, approv- 
ed by the Departrnent of Revenue 
and Finance and the Law Depart- 
ment and to be conditicned on the 
faithful performance of the provis- 
ions of this ordinance, and of all 
work in connection with the restor- 
ation of sidewalk and street areas to 
normal conditions, previously exca- 
vated or disturbed by reason of the 
installation of wires, wiring or cable, 
the laying of conduits and the con- 
struction of manholes and appurten- 
ances thereto. The aforesaid bond 
shall be for the term of twelve (12)

Mr. Jamouneau: My objection is 
to all three of them. I wanted to 
discuss all of them together. 


The City Clerk: All right, go 
ahead. 


Mr. Jamouneau: This first one is 
the ordinance for $1,300,000 to 
authorize certain public improve- 
ments in the City of Newark. It 
consists of 18 items of various 
kinds. The first is “acquisition and 
installation of additional equipment, 
furnishings and machinery." The 
second is "reconstruction of the City 
Hall $48,000." Well of course— 
then there is the Victoria Street 
Garage and the Board of Education 
Building. 


I think the whole ordinance is 
largely made up of items of ordin- . 
ary repairs and upkeep. Ordinary 
maintenance that should have been 
provided for in the annual budget. 
This simply provides a dodge where- 
by the City escapes putting the 
money in the annual budget, which 
by law it is required to do, and now 
it is passing an ordinance on the 
pretension of substantial reconstruc- 
tion which is largely ordinary re- 
pairs. 


I think this whole matter ought 
to be revised by the Board of Com- 
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missioners, and a. examination 
made as to how mc 1 of this money 
is really justifiaole on the theory of 
substantial recor.struction. ljecause 
the Local Bond La v joes ro: permit 
you to spend any rioney on bond 
issue for ordinary :2pairs. And I 
am convinced that tis $1,300,000 is 
largely made up ol ordinary repairs.

Said bonds shall 
bear interest at a rate which shall 
not exceed six per centum (6%) per 
annum. All matters with respect to 
said bonds not determined by this 
ordinance shall be determined by 
resolutions to be hereafter adopted. 


Section 5. To finance said pur- 
pose, bond anticipation notes of said 
City of an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding $744,000 are 
hereby authorized and shall be is- 
sued pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law, in anticipation of the issuance 
of said bonds. Said notes shall bear 
interest at a rate which shall not 
exceed six per centum (6%) per an- 
num, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and within 
the limitations prescribed by said 
Local Bond Law. All matters with 
respect to said notes not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determ- 
ined by resolutions to be hereafter 
adopted. In the event that bonds 
are issued pursuant to this ordin- 
ance, the aggregate amount of notes 
hereby authorized shail be reduced 
by an amount equal to the principal 
amount of the bonds so issued. If 
the aggregate amount of outstand- 
ing bonds and notes issued pursuant 
to this ordinance shall at any time 
exceed the sum first mentioned in 
this section, the moneys raised by 
the issuance of said bonds shall, to 
not less than the amount of such 
excess, be applied to the payment 
of the principal of such notes then 


outstanding. 


Section 6. It is hereby determ- 
ined and stated that the period of 
usefulness of said purpose, accord- 
ing to its reasonable life, is a period 
of twenty years computed from the 
date of said bonds. 


Section 7. It is hereby determ- 
ined and stated that the Supple- 
mental Debt Statement required by 
said Local Bond Law has been duly 
made and filed in the office of the 
City Clerk of said City, and that 
such statement so filed shows that 
the gross debt of said City, as de- 
fined in Section 40:1-76 of said Lo- 
cal Bond Law, is increased by this 
ordinance by $744,000, and that the 
issuance of the bonds and notes 
authorized by this ordinance is per- 
mitted by an exception to the debt 
limitations prescribed by said Local 
Bond Law, contained in Subdivis- 
jon (d) of Section 40:1-16 of said 
Law. 


Section 8. This ordinance shall 


take effect twenty days after the 


first publication thereof after final 
passage.

THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS; OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, 
DO ORDAIN AS FOLLCWS: 


Section 1. The water sipply sys- 
tem! established and operated by 
Thei City of Newark for the pur- 
pose; of supplying water tc said City 
and | its inhabitants shall be im- 
proved by (a) reconstructing thé 
steel or cast iron water supply pipe 
lines extending from Great Notch 


to Broad Street, Bloomfield, and 
from Belleville reservoir to the 
South Orange Avenue Reservoir and 
from the Belleville Reservoir to the 
vicinity of Bloomfield Avenue and 
the Pequannock No. 2 steel pipe 
line in the vicinity of Smith Mills 
and constructing or reconstructing 
or extending -water distribution .

Section 2. It is hereby deter-

(2) it is necessary to issue obliga- 
tions, pursuant to the Local Bond `

Ii is hereby deter- 
mined and stated that (1) the ac- 
quisition and 'installation of said 
Meter Tubes and other equipment 
(hereinafter described as "purpose") 
is not a current expense of said 
City, and (2) it is necessary to issue 
obligations, pursuant to the Local 
Bond Law, ta,finance such purpose,

bonds or notes necessary to be is- 
sued for such purpose is $30,000, 
and (5) no part of the cost of such 
purpose has been or is to be assess- 
ed upon property specially bene- 
fited.

an amount equal to interest for one 
year at the rate of four and one-half 
per centum (412056) per annum, on 
said bonds or notes, and the amount 
of the first installment of serial 
bonds legally issuable to finance 
such purpose. 


Section 5. To finance said pur- 
pose, bonds of said City of an ag- 
gregate principal amount not ex- 
ceeding $500,000 are hereby author- 
ized and shall be issued pursuant 
to said Local Bond Law. Said bonds 
shall bear interest at a rate which 
shall not exceed six per centum 
(6%) per annum. All matters with 
respect to said bonds not determined 
by this ordinance shall be determ- 
ined by resolutions to be hereafter 
adopted. 


Section 6. To finance said pur- 
poses, bond anticipation notes of 
said City of an aggregate principal 
amount not exceeding $500,000 are 
hereby authorized and shall be is- 
sued pursuant to said Local Bond 
Law, in anticipation of the issuance 
of said bonds. Said notes. shall bear 
interest at a rate which shall not 
exceed six per centum (6%) per 
annum, and may be renewed from 
time to time pursuant to and with- 
in the limitations prescribed by said 
Local Bond Law.

by this ordinance shall be deter- 
mined by resolutions to be here- 
after adopted. In the event that 
bonds are issued pursuant to this 
ordinance, the aggregate amount of 
notes hereby authorized shall be re- 
duced by an amount equal to the 
principal -amount of the bonds so 
issued. If the aggregate amount 
of outstanding bonds and notes

WHEREAS, it has been found and 
is declared that a serious public 
emergency exists in the City of 
Newark due to the present critical 
shortage of safe, sound and sanitary 
dwelling for families of veterans of 
World War II and other citizens of 
this City, which causes untold hard- 
ship, overcrowding of existing 
dwellings, ocupation of substandard 
and unsanitary houses, and creates 
a nuisance to the general welfare of 
the people so that it is vitally im- 
portant that action be taken to pro- 
vide adequate housing for such 
veterans and their families and for 
other citizens in the City of New- 
. ark, and for the governing body of 
the City of Newark to provide safe, 
sound and sanitary dwelling in this 
crisis, and 


WHEREAS, the providing of tem- 
porary or permanent safe and sani- 
tary dwelling for citizens of this 
City, the management and main- 
tenance of same, the borowing of 
funds for such purpose and the is- 
suance of municipal obligations 
therefore, has been authorized by 
law as a publie purpose and is for 
the public use under Chapter 79 of 
the Public Laws of 1946; and 


WHEREAS, the governing body 
of the City of Newark has on order 
and in the course of construction 
approximately eleven hundred tem- 
porary dwellings to be occupied by 
the families of veterans of World 
War II, and 


WHEREAS, there are approxim- 
ately seven thousand applicatiorp 
for dwelling accommodations for 
families of veterans of World War 
ll and other citizens of this City 
now pending in the City of Newark, 
and 


WHEREAS, several hundred 
judgments of possession have been 
entered against tenants and the 
premises occupied by them in the 
City of Newark in the Judicial Dıs- 
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trict Court of Essex County, upon 
which Warrants for removal have 
been applied for by the landlords 
of said premises and the Court has 
deferred the issuance of said War- 
rants from time to time because the 
tenants have been unable to locate 
housing accommodations; and 


WHEREAS, the aforesaid existing 
emergency has now been intensi- 
fied by the recently enacted Federal 
Housing and Rent Control Act of 
1947 which extends the Emergency 
Price Control Act of 1942, as am- 
ended, until February 29, 1948, and 
permits landlords and tenants to 
voluntarily enter into a valid writ- 
ten lease for an increase in rent of 
not more than fifteen per centum 
over the maximum rent which would 
otherwise apply under the Federal 
Law, and 


WHEREAS, it has been found and 
is declared that thousands of ten- 
ants and landlords are not familiar 
with their rights under the said 
Federal Law and as a result many 
tenants are being pressured into 
agreements with their landlords in 
violation of their rights under the 
said law, and in many instances are 
being pressured into paying the in- 
creased rent demanded of them by 
their landlord or face a threat of 
eviction from their homes on Feb- 
ruary.29, 1948, whereby the health, 
safety and welfare of such tenants 
and their children will be seriously 
menaced and their well-being jeop- 
'ardized, and 


WHEREAS, the preservation of 
the health, safety, morals and wel- 
fare and the necessary and proper 
good government, order and protec- 
tion of persons and property, of the 
inhabitants of this City. thus ren- 
dered homeless, demands and re- 
quires that a record be kept of ten- 
ants dispossessed, threatened with 
` dispossession, or in need of safe, 
sound and sanitary dwelling, to the 
end that ways and means may be 


devised toward assisting them and 
alleviating conditions now facing 
them and which may possibly be- 
come even more acute on or about 
March 1, 1948, when Federal re- 
strictions terminate. 


NOW, THEREFORE, THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF 
THE CITY OF NEWARK, DO OR- 
DAIN: 


Section 1. A copy of every no- 
tice to quit or terminate a tenancy, 
and of every demand and notice in 
writing for possession of premises 
or for advance or increase in rent, 
given by any landlord or lessor, his 
legal representative, agents, or as- 
signs to any tenant, lessee or occu- 
pant of rooms, apartments or prem- 
ises occupied for living purposes in 
the City of Newark, N. J., must be 
filed with the City Clerk of the City 
of Newark within two days after 
the service of said notice. 


Section 2. Whenever a landlord 
or lessor, his legal representative, 
agents or assigns enters into nego- 
tiations with his tenant, lessee, or 
occupant of rooms, apartments or 
premises occupied for living pur- 
poses for an increase of rent above 
the maximum rent now on file in 
the Office of the Housing Expeditor 
for the federal rental area covering 
the City of Newark, a notice of such 
intention to negotiate shall be filed 
with the City Clerk of the City of 
Newark within two days from the 
commencement of such negotiations. 


Section 3. Whenever a new lease 
for increase of rent above the maxi- 
mum rent for such housing accom- 
modation is voluntarily entered into 
between landlord and tenant as pro- 
vided in Federal Housing and Rent 
Control Act of 1947, Section 204-B, 
a copy of such lease or agreement 
must be filed within two days of 
its execution with the City Clerk of 
the City of Newark. 
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Section 4. The City Cle:k upon 
receipt of a copy of seid notice 
shall cause a copy thereof to be 
made which he shal transmit forth- 
with to the Mayer and Lvircctor of 
the Department o/ Reverie and 
Finance. 


Section 5. The Mayor and Di- 
rector of the Department of Revenue 
and Finance is hereby authorized 
and directed to create an Advisory 
Board to consist of not less than 
twelve members, and as many moré 
as he may deem necessary, who are 
representative citizens of the City 
and ifamiliar with the law and con- 
ditions relating to the present hous- 
ing emergency. Said Board shall 
hear and mediate ori all matters re- 
ferred to it by the Mayor and Di- 
rector of the Departmen: of Rev- 
enue and Finance arisirg out of 
disputes between landlords and their 
tenants.

MINUTES OF MEETINGS 
.OF THE 
BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 


Newark, N. J., August 13, 1947 


A: regular.meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the City of 
Newark, N. J., was held on the above 
date, in the Commissioners’ Cham- 
ber, City Hall Newark, at 2:00 
P. M. 


Mayor Murphy called the meeting 
to order, the reading of the minutes 
was dispensed with on motion: of 
Director "Villani Director Brady 
was absent. 


5673 — An amending ordinance 
creating the position of supervising 
orderly in the Convalescent Hospital 
was introduced in behalf of Director 
Brady. Min. salary $1,500, Max. $1,- 
800. August 27th was set for fur- 
ther hearing and final passage. 


5674 — An amending ordinance 
creating the following positions in 
the Division of Central Purchase: 
Inspector, Grade 1, $2,000 to $2,500; 
Inspector, Grade 2, $2,501 to $3,000; 
Clerk, Telephone Operator, $1,501 to 
$2,000. Hearing set for August 25th. 


5675 — An amending ordinance 
changing the salary of the painter- 
foreman in the City Hospital to a 
Min. of $4,750 to $5,000. August 27th 
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was fixed for a further hearing and 
final passage. 


5676 — An ordinance granting per 
mission to the Prudential Life Insur- 
ance Co., to construct a tunnel and 
maintain the same under Halsey 
Street at Bank Street. Conditions 
include protection for the City 
assume cost of removal and re- 
establishment of utilities; assume all 
responsibilities if abandoned and 
indemnify and save harmless the 
City of Newark and its officers. A 
further hearing and consideration 
for final passage will be held Aug. 
27th. 


5677 — An amending ordinance 
changing the salary of painter fore- 
men in the Ivy Hill Power Plant to ' 
$4,750 Min, and $5,000 Max. Further 
hearing and final passage will be 
considered August 27th. ` 


5678 — An ordinance granting 
permission to the Celanese Corp: of 
America to lay and maintain a 10” 
water line and four electric cable 
ducts in George and St. Charles 
Streets. Conditions as they affect 
the City of Newark and the com- 
pany, are set forth. It will come 
up for final hearing and passage 
August 27th. 
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5679 — An amending ordinance 
creating in the Ivy Hill Power plant 
the position of assistant chief engi- 
neer at an annual salary of $4,250. 
Final hearing was set for August 
27th. 


5680 — An ordinance prohibiting 
the placing, keeping, handling, stor- 
age, hauling, carrying and transpor- 
tation of ammonium nitrate fertil- 
izer within the limits of Newark. 
It prohibits owners, captains or op- 
erators of any vessel containing the 
same to load or unload such material 
and provides for penalties on con- 
viction, of $100 fine for each con- 
viction or be imprisoned for ninety 
days or both- Final passage will be 
considered August 27th. 


5681 — An ordinance authorizing 
improvements to the water supply 
system of Newark and to provide 
for the issuance of bonds and bond 
anticipation notes to finance the 
cost came up for final hearing, and 
was passed. To finance the project 
an amount not to exceed $500,000 
was authorized. 


5682 — An ordinance requiring 
owners of property occupied for 
living purposes, their legal repre- 
sentatives or agents, to file with 
the City Clerk of the City of New- 
ark a copy of any notice served 
upon the tenant or occupant of said 


. premises demanding the possession 


of such premises or increasing the 
rent thereof; requiring said owners, 
their legal representatives or agents, 
to notify the City Clerk of their in- 
tention to. negotiate with tenants 
for an increase of rent and to file 
a copy of any lease entered into 
with the tenant as a result of such 
negotiations; and further requiring 
the owners of property, their legal 
representatives or agents to file 
with the City Clerk a copy of such 
new agreement or lease entered 
into; creates an advisory board to 
hear and mediate on disputes aris- 


ing between landlords and tenants; 
provides penalties for violation of 
said aforementioned provisions, was 
presented for a hearing. 


Objections and arguments for and 
against the measure were expressed 
by representatives of various organ- 
izations and taxpayers. David 
Cronheim, speaking for the Real 
Estate Board of Newark, said it was 
definitely opposed to the ordinance 
mainly on the ground that it would 
be a duplication of the work of 
Federal Housing Expeditor. 


Charles Becker asserted 
lawyers do not know the rent laws 
today, and judges are refraining 
from giving opinions of it- The ap- 
poirttment of a board of twelve to 
act as mediators, he declared, was 
a political move, even if they served 
without compensation. He stressed 
the alleged disparity of assessments 
on commercial buildings. Mr. Joseph 
Zemel emphasized that a landlord 
could not dispossess a tenant for 
non-payment of rent without gcing 
through a lot of red tape under the 
proposed ordinance. Walter, Barry 
said from his interpretation of the 
ordinance, landlords effected by 
low income would have recourse 
for an adjustment of rent. He said 
he felt that the arguments presented 
by the real estate people were not in 
conformity with the ordinance and 
its interpretations. Other comments 
on the ordinance were made by 
Herbert Goldberg, who spoke of 
possible conflicts with the Federal 
decontrol of Housing and Miss Mary 
Adams presented a statement in be- 
half of the Communist Party of Es- 
sex County, in which it held that 
conditions warrant the kind of an 
ordinance which will give citizens 
the fullest measure of protection. 


The legal aspects of the ordinance 
were presented by Corporation 
Counsel Parsonnet, and Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Simandl. The 
latter stressed the need of such an 


ordinance, pointing out that the 
number of eviction ‘cases before the 
courts was increasing daily. Com- 
missioners Keenan and Ellenstein 
interrogated City Counsel on all 
phases of the ordinance. The former 
spoke on the increase in rentals in 
commercial buildings, which are 
not covered by the ordinance, as did 
Commissioner Ellenstein. The lat- 
ter stated that many of these build- 
ings received assessment cuts dur- 
ing the depression period, and now 
have jumped their rentals. 


. À telegram from Governor Dris- 
coll, addressed to Mayor Murphy 
was introduced by Mr. Simandl. In 
it the Governor stated he felt that 
the need for rent control was not 
measured in terms. of weeks, months 
or years, but in terms of supply and 
demand, and that until such time 
as supply more nearly balances de- 
mand it will be the purpose of the 
present State Administration to 
„sponsor a continuation of reason- 
able rent controls He added that 
the present State control law, ex- 
tended to June 30th, 1948, will be 
continued if supply and demand re- 
mains out of balance. Referring to 
the local situation he said, “If local 
conditions are such that facts can 
be established to support the reason- 
ableness of local regulations, as 
reasonableness is defined by the 
courts, then existing statutes appear 
to afford ample authority for muni- 
cipal ordinance. The ordinance 


should of course be limited to mat-. 


ters not covered by the presently 
operating Federal rent control law, 
as would be the case with any State 
statute." 


Mayor Murphy declared when he 
had his conference with the law de- 
partment, he had in mind an ord- 
inance that would not be discrim- 
inatory against landlords. 

He added that he felt tenants were 
entitled to all the protection the 
City Commission could give them 


under the law. Commissioner El-' 
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lenstein said he could see: that the 
ordinance can serve some good 
purpose, because the thought was 
to protect tenants who would ac- 


. cept some ad interim leases, as there 


is no State legislation beyond July 


` of. next year, and the Federal leg- 


islation expiring March 1st next. 
The ordinance can certainly serve a 
good purpose, but it should be a 
reasonable ordinance, protecting the 
tenants in their homes, but not be 
drastic on the property owners or 
landlords. The ordinance is neces- 
sary, he added- 


The ordinance was laid over for 
two weeks.

5688 — Amends ordinance adopt- 
ed 2-21-45, providing for the cre- 
ation of position and salary ranges 
in various divisions of the Depart- 
ment of Parks and Public Property. 
Passed on final reading and ad- 
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opted. 


5689 — A supplement to an ord- 
inance creating positions in the 
Department of Water, and estab- 
lishing salaries therefor. Action on 
it was deferred until Sept. 10. 


5690 — Amends an ordinance cre- 
ating positions, and fixing salaries 
in the Divisions of Fire and Police 
in the Department of Public Safety. 
After a hearing it was adopted on 
final passage:

Remarks: — 


Mayor Murphy: I just want to 
make a statement at this time for 
the benefit of the Commissioners. 
This will only take a minute, but I 
think we ought to straighten out 
the record "with refernce to some 
remarks that have been made in 
connection with the assessed valu- 
ation of the Chamber of Commerce 
Building on Branford Place. The 
statement has been made that in 
1942, they had received a substan- 
tial reduction in the assessed valu- 
ation. 


I want to put this picture clearly 
before the Commission. In 1940 
that property was assessed at $610,- 
000, and it was reduced by the State 
Board against the assessment cre- 
ated by the City to $538,000. "That 
was in 1940. In 1941 the assessment 
was reduced by an appeal again, by 
the Chamber of Commerce to the 
State Board, down to $456,000. In 
1942 the Chamber of Commerce ap- 
pealed the City's assessment again, 
and it was brought down to $445,- 
000, from the $456,000. And again 
by the State Board. These are all 
by the State Board. 


In 1943 the assessment was estab- 
lished at $450,000 by the County 
Board, and there was no appeal by 
ihe Chamber according to this 
statement I have before me. The 
assessment of 1944 was $450,000. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: i don't 
know who reduced it. I would like 
io see the record upon which the 
State Board made all those deduc- 
tions. I don't know who defended 
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it; but perhaps you could answer 
why then other office buildings in 
the city received an increase of be- 
tween 10 and 25 per cent this year, 
for 1947, and the Chamber of Com- 
mérce received no increase. Condi- 
tions are a little difference today 
than they were in the early 40’s 
and 41’s. 


Mayor Murphy: I cannot answer 
that other than the fact that I know 
that the Board, through the expres- 
sions here at City Commission 
meetings, was to increase all of the 
properties in the downtown area, 
those properties that were in line to 
be increased. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: What 
you havé said does not contradict 


what I have said. I said the Cham- ` 


ber of Commerce received a reduc- 
tion of $160,000 from 1941 up to the 
present time, and they were assessed 
at $600,000 or more during the en- 
tire period of the depression, at a 


time when they had vacancies run-. 


ning up as high as 20 per cent. We 
all know at least at the beginning 
of 1942 there were no vacancies in 
the Chamber of Commerce Building 
or in any other office building. I 
don’t know whether it was de- 
creased by the action of the City 
Board, the County Board or the 
-State Board, however, you as tax 
assessor, charged with levying 
taxes, should know why every other 
office building received an increase 


. in assessment this year of between 


10 and 25 per cent but not the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Mayor Murphy: I certainly can 
find out from the records, Commis- 
sioner. You have a member on the 
Tax Board, and Mr. Slavitt is presi- 
dent of the Tax Board. He is a 
very able man and certainly you can 
get the record as to why they did 
not increase the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building. For the benefit of 
the Commission I will be only too 
glad to get that information. 
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Commissioner  Ellenstein: Now 
you are endeavoring to show me 
that it is my responsibility because 
I have one member on the Tax 
Board. I don't tell Mr. Slavitt how 
io conduct himself on the Tax 
Board He is but one member It is 
not my duty to look after the ac- 
tions of the Tax Board "That comes 
under your administration You are 
in sole charge of all the executive, 
judicial and legislative powers in 
that Board. 


Mayor Murphy: It does not mean 
a thing. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: It does 
not mean a thing to you but it does 
mean a thing to others when you 
frittered awaya twelve million dol- 
lars of taxes by not following the 
law durin gthe pericd that you ad- 
ministered that department. 


Mayor Murphy: My conduct will 
stand before the taxpayers of the 
City and the voters, and not you.

Commissioner Villani, for Mayor 
Murphy, introduced the following 
ordinance and moved its adoption 
on first reading.

5774—AN ORDINANCE ESTAB- 
LISHING A TEMPORARY “OF- 
FICE OF VETERANS' TEMPOR- 
ARY HOUSING  ADMINISTRA- 
TION" IN THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND FINANCE, CRE- 
ATING TEMPERORY POSITIONS 
THEREIN, AND FIXING SAL- 
ARIES THREFOR.” 


WHEREAS, the administration of 
the Veterans' temporary housing 
program has heretofore been as- 
signed to the. Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance, and it is neces- 
sary to expedite the program and 
the administration of the housing 
units thereunder provided; THERE- 
FORE: 


THE BOARD OF COMMISSION- 
ERS OF THE CITY OF NEWARK 
DO ORDAIN: 


1. There is hereby created the 
temporary “OFFICE OF VETER- 
ANS’ TEMPORARY HOUSING AD- 
MINISTRATION" in the Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance, 


which office shall in accordance 
with the contracts entered into be- 
tween The City of Newark and the 
Publie Housing and Development 
Authority of the State of New Jer- 
sey, and under the authority and 
direction of the director of afore- 
said department, expedite the vet- 
'erans' temporary housing program 
and administer and use, occupancy 
and maintenance of housing units 
thereunder provided. 


2. There is hereby created, sub- 
ject to all the provisions hereof, in 
the said temporary “Office of Vet- 
erans' Temporary Housing Admin- 
istration" the temporary position of 
"Housing Manager" at an annual 
salary of not less than $6,000.00 and 
not more than $7,000.00; and the 
temporary position of “Housing In- 
terviewer" at an annual salary of 
not less than $2,00.00 -and not more 
than $3,000.00. 


3. There is also hereby created, 
subject to all the provisions hereof, 
the temporary position of "Housing 
Expeditor," to be of part-time serv- 
ice, and at an annual salary of 
$2,000.00, for such part-time em- 
ployment. 


4, DUTIES: 
(a) HOUSING MANAGER: The 


temporary housing manager shall. 


manage the housing units provided 
under the said veterans’ temporary 
housing program. He shall super- 
vise the rental thereof; the collect- 
ing of rents; maintenance and re- 
pairs and essential services to be 
provided tenants, collect rents and 
enforce the terms and regulations 
with respect to the use and occu- 
pancy thereof by the tenanis and 
the rights of the City as landlord 
therein, 
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(b HOUSING INTERVIEWER: 
The temporary housing interviewer 
shall interview applicants for ten- 
ancies in the said temporary hous- 
ing in aceordance with the program 
therefor and the regulations pre- 
Scribed with respect thereto by the 
city, and prepare a list of qualified 
applicants. 


(c) HOUSING EXPEDITOR: The 
temporary part-time housing expe- 
ditor shall devote all time that may 
and shall be necessary to expedite 
the veterans’ temporary housing 
program, doing everything that is 
essential to advance the progress of 
the construction and completion of 
the various housing units of all 
kinds provided under the contracts 
and agreements entered into by the 
city in connection with said vet- 
erans’ temporary housing program. 


5. SALARIES: Salaries, as afore-

Sidney Simandl: From the 
Clerk of the District Court, Mr. 
Hecht, I learned that there were 
1,039 cases, hold-over cases—not 
non-payment of rent cases—pend- 
ing at this time, 558 of which are 
in the City of Newark. 


Mr. Hecht 
the objection of Mr. Zemel, about

made the suggestion that we appear 
before the federal board as set up, 
and that possibly a working agree- 
ment could be worked out with the 
federal board. 


Mr. Simandl: That is correct, Mr. 
Mayor. Last night. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Do you 
know that the City of New York is 


about to pass an ordinance, I think: 


today, on the very same subject? 


Mr. Simandl: I followed it, Com- 
missioner Ellenstein. And I noted 
an opinion from the deputy expe- 
diter of the United States, who said 
that he thought it was constitutional 
to perform any acts that are men- 
tioned in the federal act so long 
as they were not in conflict with 
them, even though they were in du- 
plication. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Wouldn't 
it be wise for you to get a copy of 
the New. York ordinance and ad- 
vise the Corporation Counsel as to 
whether or not it should be in- 
cluded. 


Mayor Murphy: I think you ought 
to work as speedily as possible, 
Counsellor, in having this thing 
straightened out and having it in 
effect. The time is getting. short. 
As I understand it, you are going to 
call à meeting with those represen- 


tatives of the groups that were here . 


at the last meeting and those that 
are here today who desire to attend. 


Mr. Simandl: Yes. Might I sug- 
gest at the-next conference that the 
Commissioners just give it a certain 
amount of time and see if we can 
get some workable ordinance. 


Commissioner  Ellenstein: Why 
don't we have the people present 


£ive their names and addresses to . 


Mr. Simandl and he will notify 
them as to the time of the confer- 
ence? 


Mrs. Alice Ostrow: We will do 
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that, Mr. Mayor; but most of us 

have been hanging around since 10 

o'clock. We were assured of speak-- 
ing this afternoon. I wonder if 

you would give us the privilege. I 

am the chairman of the Tenants’ 

Committee for the Extension of Rent 

Control My organization feels that 

the ordinance is totally inadequate. 

We would like to see a more com- 

prehensive law. By comprehensive 
we mean a law that might be placed 

on the books, and if the federal and 
state control expires, might be in- 
voked immediately by the procla- 
mation of the Mayor or the Com- 
missioners or both. Would such a 
law be illegal? 


This subject has been of a con- 
troversial nature inasfar as people 
have made public statements for or 
against the constitutionality of such 
a rent control law in the City of 
Newark. I want to tell you that 
when it is a question of the health, 
welfare and safety of our people, 
our concepts of the law has to 
change. 


First, we would like to see the 
continuation, unabridged, of al 
services rendered under O. P. A. 
Second, we do not feel that $25 and 
$50 penalty is sufficient. If a land- 
lord owns an apartment house with 
fifty apartments and over-collected 
$5 for each one apartment, he would 
have collected 50 times that, and 
you are going to slap him down 
with $50? And in serious cases we 
would like to see him imprisoned. 
Mrs. Ostrow then elaborated on the 
program. 


Mayor Murphy: Will those people 
come forward so that they may be 
heard? 


Mr. Stephen Siteman (Education- 
al Director for the United Retail 
and Department Stores Employees 
of New Jersey, C. I. O.): Said his 
organization is wholeheartedly in 
support of Mrs. Ostrow’s rent con- 


trol program. 


Margaret K. Denzer: On behalf of 
the Traffic Telephone Federation of 
New Jersey, representing 12,000 
members, wanted to go on record as 
endorsing this committee’s activ- 
ities. : 


Milo Hines: Business agent for 
the Hudson-Essex Joint Board of 
the Textile Workers’ Union of Am- 
erica, C. I. O., endorsed the pro- 
gram. 


Mayor Murphy: I have no ‘per- 
sonal objection to. hearing more 
speakers, but the Law Department 
has stated that it is going to meet 
with your group. You are all going 
to be invited.
